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yTS BEEN A SOURCE of continued interest 

to me to notice, over the years, how different 
the square dance needs of each area seem to 
be and yet how well these particular needs 
have been met from within these areas them- 
selves. 

The answer, of course, is a result of team- 
work; a combination of good callers and teach- 
ers with a strong core of dancer enthusiasm 
and encouragement working hand-in-hand. 

Until you actually visit and work in each of 
these areas it’s difficult to realize how varied 
their working mechanisms can be. At the same 
time, the problems are so completely different. 
Some areas, for instance, have the complete 
cooperation of the Parks and Recreation De- 
partments. In others, the problem of finding 
even a small place in which to dance, at a cost 
of under $50.00 per evening, is a great one. 

However, one at a time, these problems have 
been met and are being met in each area, 
Square dance publications such as Sets in 
Order form a line of communication, passing 
on news of activities that have proven success- 
ful in some areas with the hope that these same 
ideas may help other associations, in other 
areas, 

The annual National Square Dance Conven- 
tions speak best for the success and growth of 
regional square dance activities. A site is chosen 
each year where great progress has been made 
in state and local square dancing activities. 
This area then becomes the focal point of the 
rest of the nation, and dancers from every 
corner of the square dancing world come to 
this “open house” to observe a successful area 
and to share in the fun. 

That the growing needs of square dancing 
can best be met with strong area club associ- 
ation and caller groups has already been proved. 
It only remains for all of us to work harder to 
insure the continued strength of all such groups 
—and to give them our support. 


For our friends overseas: Manning and Nita 
Smith will be this year’s guests of the European 
Association of American Square Dance Clubs 
at their annual bean bake over Labor Day. This 
year the site is Heidelberg, Germany, and ru- 
mor has it that the Smith’s itinerary will include 
Ankara, Turkey. Sounds wonderful!

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HIS month we present an attractive calling 
team from the 1958 home of the National 

Convention, Louisville, Kentucky, They are 
Floyd and Magdalene Bohart; Floyd is also 
busy being Program Manager for the big event. 

The Boharts dabbled enough in square danc- 
ing about 1949 to lead their Sunday School 
class parties and after 16 weeks of classes 
agreed that this was the activity for them, so 
they went at it in earnest to learn as much as 
they could about dancing and calling. In 1950 
Floyd was asked to teach classes for the YMC A 
and C ity Recreation Department and since then 
has taught at least two beginner groups each 
season with his well-known patience and good 
humor. 

In 1950 Floyd took an exhibition square to 
the First International Festival in Chicago and 
consequently attended and participated in each 
of these affairs. It was in Chicago that the Bo- 
harts became acquainted with “western” style 
dance figures. 

June, 1951, found the entire family on the 
way to Colorado Springs to attend their first 
institute with “Pappy Shaw and each summer 
since the Boharts have spent a week of their 
vacation at a dance institute. They are devotees 
of the smooth, comfortable style of Ed Gilmore. 

Floyd and Magdalene pioneered in the 
Louisville area in a number of ways, being the 
first to introduce western squares and to bring 
in professional traveling callers. In 1951 they 
formed the first club, Circle ‘n’ Star, now in its 
6th year. Magdalene also taught the first round 
dance classes in Louisville. 

Because of Floyd's work schedule, it was 
necessary that Magdalene call, too, and as a 
calling team they share their programs. They 
stress friendly fellowship; their motto, “Keep it 
smooth and keep it fun.” They have called 
many out-of-town dates and for the past 6 years 
called regularly on a local TV show. Floyd is a 
foreman with DuPont Co.; there are two 
younger Boharts, Ann Lynn and Keith, who 


also dance.

T the hatenan of the school term I was 
asked to teach and call square dances for a 
group of youngsters. Their age group was from 
7 to 12 years old, and it was with some re- 
luctance that I agreed to do it. The results have 
been very gratifying and it has been suggested 
that some ideas be passed along to help others 
faced with the problem of furnishing entertain- 
ment for pre-teenage children. 

A place to hold dances is the first essential. 
There may be a community hall in the neigh- 
borhood, the school cafeteria or playroom in 
one of the churches as possibilities. The hall 
arrangements and advertising should be han- 
dled by someone besides the caller. The caller 
will have his work cut out for him at the dances. 


Get Them Coming 

Notices posted in the school, inviting all pre- 
teenage children, will get results. They will 
come because their friends will be there and, 
who knows, it might be fun! Something Far 
nothing is considered as not much good, so a 
charge of ten cents makes it worth the while. 
The dances must be sponsored by some group, 
the reason being to have someone as hall cus- 
todian, to watch the door on a once-in, once-out 
basis. Someone should sell soft drinks, too. 

The dance probably will not be self-support- 
ing with just ten cents admission and soft drink 
sales. However, if a hall can be obtained at no 
charge, the only expense is to pay the caller. 

These details usually work themselves out 
and will vary in different communities, anyway. 
This article is written to aid the caller in select- 
ing and presenting a program that will hold the 
children’s interest and furnish them with good, 
active entertainment. 


Lots of Energy 

The first thing to be given consideration is 
the fact that children of this age group are very 
active, bubbling over with excess energy and 
never too attentive. The singing type call should 
not be used and couple dances are considered 
sissy by the boys. On the other hand it is hard 
to explain why dances like the Varsouviana, 
Ten Pretty Girls and Jessy Polka (in a line) 
are enjoyed and well-done.

PRE-TEENS 


FOR

The hall will be a bedlam so turn the volume 
up on both voice and music and punch through 
the din. Do not expect direct attention, but 
with all the noise and indirect confusion they 
hear you and will follow commands. Let the 
kids make noise as long as they are doing the 
dances. Encourage surges of expression, if you 
can take it, with “Into the center and every- 
body holler”, or, “Run around single file, Indian 
style, whoopin’ an’ hollerin’!” 

The evening starts off best with a circle 
dance, no partners, and gets everyone on the 
floor. After doing a circle dance a good active 
square gets the room alive. Eliminate as much 
swinging as possible. For example: to line up 
three for Forward Six, do not swing your part- 
ner before spinning the girl to the side of the 
ring. Just, “Spin your girl to the side of the 
ring. Use plenty of allemande lefts and grand 
right and left, promenade and twirl the girl. 


Avoid Rough Dances 

Discourage all roughness and avoid dances 
like Cowboy Loop and Pop the Whip, because 
they are hard to control. When the fever 
reaches a high pitch with too much energy, 
one way to calm the hall is to put on a dance 
like The Bunny Hop. A “coke break” can fol- 
low this outburst of energy. 

Children do not mind repetition; as a matter 
of fact, they like it. The second in line will 
show the first he can do it better, etc. Revert 
back to the old style of having only one couple 
active going around the square, followed by the 
next couple doing the same pattern. Use the 
terms “boys and “girls” and work them hard 
and fast. A few old hoedowns full of fun, active 
and easy to learn are: Forward Six; Inside 
Arch, Outside Under; Dive for the Oyster; 
Chase the Rabbit; Inside Out and Outside In; 
Double Bow Knot: Boomps-a-Daisy; Birdie in 
the Cage; and Tesss Star. 

It has been an experience and a pleasure to 
work with the young children and I recom- 
mend it to the older callers. You will learn 
something, like I did; furnish a service to the 
community and enjoyment for the children.

Canada, for instance, has over 1,100 subscrib- 
ers, and more than 400 copies go to enthusiasts 
outside of the United States. Every one of the 
United States is represented with a large per- 
centage going to states on the eastern seaboard. 
These subscriptions go not only to individuals 
but to a great number of schools, leading col- 
leges and libraries where the magazine is avail- 
able to many. 

Purpose 

The purpose of Sets In Order as an individ- 
ually owned and operated square dance pub- 
lication is to encourage square dancing in the 
proper spirit. By cooperating with and pub- 
licizing the activities of square dance groups, 
large and small, all over the world, it is felt 
that we have achieved a place important to 
the hobby. 

As an organization of square dancers pub- 
lishing this magazine, we have undertaken the 
task of promoting the activity, serving as its 
public relations agency, and doing all within 
our power to protect and encourage it. 

Since the first National Square Dance Con- 
vention held seven years ago, Sets In Order has 
devoted more than 100 pages of editorial copy 
to promoting this worthwhile event. The cover- 
age of square dancing in general ranges from 
the spotlighting of hard working callers and 
round dance leaders to the activities of classes, 
clubs and associations with their festivals, 
roundups and conventions. In ten years Sets In 
Order has covered almost every phase of the 
activity, including feature articles on club help, 
class promotion, caller encouragement and edu- 
cation, In its pages Sets In Order has printed 
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many hundreds of dances and page after page 
of photographic style tips. Every one of the 
advertisements contained in the magazine is 
directly connected with square dancing. That 
these all have served a purpose there is little 
doubt. 

Not An Association 

While it is true that Sets In Order is a busi- 
ness operation—it is a successful operation 
which we feel reflects the manner in which it 
has been handled. Sets In Order has never so- 
licited for unearned funds, nor has it received 
any. The salaries of the dozen workers who 
devote their time to this business depend upon 
satished subscribers who get, dollar-for-dollar, 
just what they pay tor. Though the services of 
our organization are available to all, we are not 
an association. There are no dues to pay and 
no distant meetings to attend. 

To meet the need of the growing square 
dance activity, Sets In Order has developed, 
produced, written and otherwise created many 
different dancer and caller-helps. Among these 
are the more than 15 different square and 
round dance books, the graduation diplomas 
(550,000 have been sold), Square Dance 
Decals (125,000), the A.B.C.’s of Square Danc- 
ing (over 1% million have been printed and 
distributed, a great majority without cost). 


Services Free 

Free editorial advice and material have been 
given the nations press and book publishers. 
Special articles such as the one featured re- 
cently in the Christian Science Monitor and 
others have long been a service feature of Sets 
In Order. In many instances, publishers of 
books on square dancing have written asking 
for research material and assistance in prepar- 
ing their manuscripts. Whenever possible this 
help has been freely and quickly given. 
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The Sets In Order color-film “Square Danc- 
ing” is the authorized motion picture on the 
subject in schools and colleges all over the 
country. Several Square Dance Associations 
own prints of the film which they use to inter- 
est service clubs and special groups in present- 
day square dancing. The United States Depart- 
ment of State uses this same movie as its official 
film on American Square Dancing and _ has 
many prints in several different languages cir- 
culated all over the world. 


Technical Advice 

With its headquarters in the motion picture 
capital of the world, Sets In Order’s staff has 
many times been called upon to lend technical 
advice for leading motion pictures and TV 
films. Studios availing themselves of this service 
include MGM, Warner Bros., Paramount, Desi- 
lu Productions, NBC, ABC, and CBS. On sev- 
eral occasions producers have been prevailed 
upon to eliminate unnatural and uncompli- 
mentary square dance sequences. A prolonged 
effort to erase the ridiculing of square dancing 
on our nation’s screens and to show it “as it is’ 
has been waged over the past ten years by 
this staff. 

Square dance callers and round dance lead- 
ers featured each month are chosen from names 
submitted by enthusiastic followers across the 
nation. Covering all areas is a goal, though not 
always an easy one. 


Traveling Callers 

Because they play a large part in the current 
square dancing picture, Sets In Order has un- 
dertaken a free service of listing the itineraries 
of traveling callers and supplying them to indi- 
viduals and groups all over the country. A 
similar interest in square and round dance 
camps has prompted the magazine to print 
free listings of all camps which request to be 
listed. 

Whatever the news item may be-—if it is re- 
ceived on time and is in good taste and is not 
repetitious — it is included. Calendar events, 
telling dates of festivals and roundups, get first 
choice, Controversial subjects, unsigned letters 
and unfounded rumors, usually turn up missing. 

Serving as a grapevine for square dance 
news, Sets In Order depends largely on vol- 
untary correspondents from all over the world. 
Well publicized areas are ones whose members 
send a constant supply of news articles in to the 
Los Angeles offices. 
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In 1956 the Sets In Order Foundation was 
formed with the express purpose of honoring 
outstanding individuals in the field of square 
dancing. Nominations for the award have been 
received from all over the world. So far four 
Silver Spur awards have been made. By the 
nomination process, however, many individuals 
have stood in the spotlight for open apprecia- 
tion within their own areas and in this way 
have been honored. 

With so much that is good to write about in 
this hobby, we have tried to fill these pages 
each month with constructive help and honest 
reporting. Never once has Sets In Order taken 
part in a feud, realizing that in most cases all 
problems get ironed-out by themselves. We be- 
lieve that there is no one way when it comes to 
square dancing. The folks in one part of the 
nation are just as entitled to their way of alle- 
manding or swinging as folks in another area 
are of doing their way. We do believe, how- 
ever, that the spirit of square dancing must be 
uniform; that square dancing must be an un- 
selfish and a joyous activity and that it must 
belong to all, not exploited for the advantage 
of a few. 


Long-needed is this soon-to-be-released series 
of Square Dance pamphlets especially created for 
Sets In Order and available to subscribers. The 
booklets created by leaders in the different spe- 
cialized fields will cover such subjects as “Party 
Fun”, “How to Form Your Square Dance Club”, 
“Publicity for Square Dancers”, “The Square Dance 
Association”, “How to be a Square Dance Caller”, 
and others. These collections will often cover sub- 
jects featured in Sets In Order but usually with 
new treatment and additional material. Watch for 
the release of this material in the near future.

On Fashion Shows 


OSTUME is as much a part of square danc- 

ing as the Do Si Do. Part of the relaxation 
is gained by the change from our workaday 
clothes to gay square dance apparel. To point 
this up, caller Max Wolf of Van Nuys, Cali- 
fornia, gives two fashion shows during his nine 
months’ dancing instruction. One takes place 
at the end of the beginning course; the other 
at the end of the intermediate. 

The first is actually a preview of what the 
dancers can look forward to when the time 
comes for dressing. There are always a few 
eager beavers who are ready at that time to in- 
vest in clothing but the majority wait until they 
begin to venture farther afield. The second 
fashion show is given at a time when most 
couples are sure that they will continue dancing 
so it is opportune to show again the attractive 
outfits that are available for both men and 
women. It also gives new ideas to those for- 
tunate gals who can sew. Some men, who might 
be reticent about donning frontier pants or 
boots, are encouraged when they see their 
friends wearing them. They realize then that 
square dance clothes are not just for the caller. 

Max's wife, Virginia, took the fashion idea 
beyond the shows by turning her hand to de- 
signing square dance fashions for her friends. 
She found someone who could make her fash- 
ions come to life and a new line of square 
dance dresses was born in an area where they 
were needed, always a boon to those square 
dance gals who cant sew. “Ginger Fashions” 
figure in all of husband Max's fashion shows, 
naturally, and feature unusual one-of-a-kind 
dresses at moderate prices. 
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Vera Mae Frerichs—and Dean—display one of her ric- 
rac-trimmed nylons which she launders regularly per her 
hints herewith. 


On Laundering Square Dance Duds 

Vera Mae Frerichs of Talmage, Nebraska, 
has a clever hint to square dance taws for laun- 
dering those delicate nylon and cotton dresses 
which are trimmed with metallic ric-rac, braids 
or ruffles. And nylon net slips, too. She uses 
“Woolite’, a cold-water soap sold in any groc- 
ery or department store. Following are her 
directions: 

Dissolve 2 tablespoons “Woolite” in 2 gallons 
of cold water. Wash dress or slip gently with 
an up and down motion until dirt is removed. 
Rinse thoroughly in cold water and drip dry on 
the clothes line. Do not wring dress or slip. 

A cloudy, windy day is best to dry nylon 
only; for cottons and net try for a sunny, windy 
day. Usually no ironing is required. If you feel 
it necessary use a steam iron and press on the 
wrong side. (Picture herewith. ) 

On Refreshments 

Agnes Waugh of Alhambra, California, pro- 
duces the following recipe for club refresh- 
ments: 

ALAMANDERS DATE CAKE: Pour 2% c. 
boiling water over 2% c. chopped dates and 1% 
tsp. soda. Cream % c. plus 2 tbsps. shortening 
and 1% c. sugar. Add two eggs and beat well. 


‘Sift 3c. flour, 1 tsp. salt, 1% tsps. baking pow- 


der. Combine 3 mixtures and pour into greased 


9 x 13 x 2 pan and bake at 350 degrees for 


40 to 45 minutes. 


While the cake is baking, make the frosting. 
Over a low fire cook 1% c. dates, 1% c. sugar, 
4 c. water until thick. Add 1 c. chopped nuts. 
Spread this warm mixture on the cake as soon 
as the cake comes from the oven.

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STYLE SERIES: 
HOW MANY STEPS? 


N various areas different numbers of steps are sometimes re- 
quired for executing the various movements, depending partly 

on the hand or arm grips used and on the style of the area. Gen- 

erally speaking, however, here are counts that seem fairly standard: 

ALL AROUND AND SEE SAW: 6 to 8 steps (varies with style 
used } 

ALLEMANDE LEFT: 6 to 7 steps (where a float-out is used) 

BOW AND CURTSEY: 4 beats 

BOX THE GNAT OR FLEA: 4 steps (to change places) 

CATCH ALL EIGHT; 12 steps (4 steps with the right hand half 
and 8 steps back with the left) 

CHAIN THREE QUARTERS: 10 steps 

CIRCLE: 8 steps (for circle of 8 half way ‘round, or circle of 
four all the way round) 

DO PASO: 16 steps DOSA DO: 8 steps 

DO SI DO: 16 to 20 steps (depending on whether hand or fore- 
arm grips used ) 

FORWARD AND BACK: 8 steps (forward-2-3-stop; back-2-3- 
stop ) 

GRAND RIGHT AND LEFT: 8 steps (starting with partner and 
just before meeting partner ) 

HALF SASHAY: 4steps PASS THROUGH: 4 steps 

PROMENADE: 8 steps (to home, following a right and left 
grand, or half way) To promenade all the way around the 
square—16 steps. Pick-up twirl to promenade—4 steps (while 
progressing as part of promenade count). End of Promenade 
twirl and acknowledge—6 steps. 

PROMENADE THE OUTSIDE RING: 16 steps (all the way 
‘round if set moves in) 

RIGHT AND LEFT THROUGH: 8 steps (4 crossing and 4 
turning ) 

STAR: (8 hand) 16 steps all the way around; (4 hand) 8 steps 
all the way around 

SWING: 8 steps (2 complete revolutions with either buzz or 
walk-around ) 

TRAIL THROUGH (CROSS TRAIL): 4 steps 

TWO LADIES CHAIN: 8 steps (4 crossing and 4 turning); 
same for 4 Ladies Grand Chain

June is the month of the National Square 
Dance Convention and dancers from every 
State, county, shire, burrough, seat, province, 
island and estuary will contrive to find their 
way to Kentucky, the land where blue grass, 
blue blood and equine aristocracy mingle with 
harmony and understanding. 

Kentucky is the land of the Mammoth caves 
and the Colossal Caverns (endearing adjectives 
to those of us in the motion picture business) 
and the Cumberland Mountains (ever read “The 
Little Shepherd of Kingdom Come’? At eleven 
years old I thought this the greatest book in 
the English language—perhaps the reason the 
language was designed in the first place). The 
Cumberland Gap was named, I hope, for the 
Duke of Cumberland—since in 1764 he bred 
perhaps the greatest thoroughbred horse to 
ever run: Eclipse. 

It might be helpful for you to know while 
you are in Kentucky that most, perhaps all, 
racing horses in the world descend trom three 
illustrious ancestors, known as Byerly Turk, 
the Darley Arabian and the Godolphin stallion. 
(Eclipse was the son of Old Marske, who was 
in turn a grandson of the Darley Arabian. and 
Old Marske s wifes grandfather was the Byerly 
Turk if you're still with me.) If you don't think 
this kind of learning will impress a Kentuckian, 
try it . he’s more interested in what you 
know sasiel horses than what you know about 
— well, television. You might also find it useful 
to count among your personal knowledge this 
year the fact that another son of the Darley 
Arabian and a granddaughter of Byerly Turk 
had a son—name of Bull Rock—who was the 
first thoroughbred ever to be brought over 
from England. Year: 1730. 

By the way, the term “Derby” derives from 
the 12th Earl of Derby who originated the 
Epsom Derby in 1780. 

The term “Kentucky Warbler’ refers to a 
bird not a caller. 
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It seems faintly unreal to me but both Jef- 
ferson Davis and Abraham Lincoln were born 
in Kentucky. How strange that the two Presi- 
dents in one of the bloodiest civil wars in his- 
tory should have entered the world so close 
together both geographically and historically: 
Jeff Davis in Todd County in 1808 and Abe 
Lincoln in the county now known as Larue in 
1809. These two great men were born only a 
year apart and within a hundred miles of each 
other. 

The counties of Kentucky bear fine solid his- 
toric names: Boone and Madison; Webster, 
Meade and Jefferson; Nelson, Scott and Clay. 
Others are more part of our folklore: Pike 
County (“Sweet Betsey’ came from there); 
Greenup County (Wouldn't “Blueup” be more 
accurate’); Bath, Bourbon and_ Breathitt. 
Counties; draw a lesson if you care to. 

The names of towns in Kentucky are worth 
noting too: Sacker Gap and Buckhorn and 
Thousand Sticks and Cottongim — yes, “gim™ 

—and Jonsee (I love that one) and Index and 
Fishtrap and Horse Cave and Otter Pond and 
Petroleum. Summer Shade, Strunk and Greasy 
Creek; Barefoot and Honeybee and beautiful 
Bowling Green. 

Kentucky is crawling with colonels and 
kernels too (the leading crop seems to be corn

— Indian maize, if you insist). If you can’t 
qualify as the first you might enjoy eating the 


second.

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The first white men to enter Kentucky in the 
1600s were La Salle (the extinct man not the 
extinct automobile), Batts and Berkeley, in 
search of a river that would lead to the Pacific. 
Not a bad trick even today, if you can swing 
it. Getting a river across the Mississippi with- 
out getting it wet would be the immediate 
problem. 

When Dottie and I were first married we 
drove through Kentucky and spent one memo- 
rable night in the Irvin S. Cobb Hotel at Pa- 
ducah. Our room was everything a room in a 
southern inn should be: four-poster bed, fire- 
place, wing-back chair, the works. We had our 
fill of those delicious yet scrawny looking 
Kentucky hams and most elegant hot-cakes 
served by impeccable waiters with the man- 
ners of noblemen. We were very young, very 
much in love, very deeply enthralled with the 
enchanted changeability of the wonderful 
world and Paducah caught the temper of what 
we expected of Kentucky. Today, when we 
find ourselves many, many years later to still 
be deeply in love and still enchanted by this 
marvelous world we know that we owe to Pa- 
ducah, Kentucky the same thanks we have al- 
ways owed San Francisco and New York and 
Prescott, Arizona and many other towns for 
preserving the tempo and flavour that we had 
hoped and anticipated that San Francisco and 
New York and Prescott, Arizona would have. 

There is a duty, I think, among towns and 
people and ideas to preserve their identity so 
that those who come to them innocently and 
naively and with gentle and relaxed precon- 
ceptions will not tind disappointment. This 
does not mean that we must cling to all of the 
past but merely to that part of the past that 
truly identifies us. Boston and New Orleans 
and Santa Fe, each is a town peopled by 
Americans yet each encourages those regional 
heritages that maintain individuality based on 
history. Perhaps the characteristic of this indi- 
viduality is devotion to the original ideas and 
hopes and needs of those who settled and de- 
veloped there. There is a serious danger in 
some areas today in the United States both 
among individuals and communities that will 
erase regional and personal differences in 
favour of a kind of gross standardization. I be- 
lieve that those who love square dancing and 
recognize it as an American Folk Institution 
are coming more and more to the realization 
that community and regional differences must 
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be preserved. For myself, I believe that the 
variations, the balances, floats, do-si-dos, do- 
pas-sos, patti-bas, Sweetwater lifts and all the 
rest, including the manifold and puzzling hand- 
holds, are the very essence of square dancing. 
I think that each time one of these engaging 
variations submerges to the general tendency 
to iron everything out we surrender one more 
bastion held by individuality. I hope that this 
National Convention will consider the idea of 
a general proclamation not only encouraging 
the idea of preserving historic and regional 
differences in square and round dancing but 
to explore the possibility of recovering those 
about to become extinct. I believe that the 
danger of complete loss of identity is particu- 
larly acute in the case of round dancing. I have 
no objection to the formulation of new rounds, 
yet I cannot believe that this overwhelming 
flood should continue at the cost of losing the 
priceless heritage of the great and very beau- 
tiful early dances. 

I sometimes have the feeling that I am a 
man climbing an endless ladder. As I climb a 
new rung in the form of a new round dance is 
added above me but at the cost of an old rung 
in the form of an old dance being forgotten 
and thereby lost below me. 

I find among a packet of old love letters 
(scented of lilac) a dance program from 1951. 
Of sixteen round dances listed only one is be- 
ing danced today.

CY 
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FTER more than a quarter century of 

teaching dancing and calling squares, Herb 
and Lou Suedmey er feel that no program of 
either squares or rounds is complete, to a de- 
gree, one without the other. Over the past years

“Writing a Round? Some Tips That May Bring 
You Success! 

“Let's review the round dance situation. 

“What are the things that are good about it 
and just where could it be improved? 

“GOOD — More round dancers today than 
ever before: more people doing the long and 
difficult routines than in the past; round danc- 
ing is much smoother and the dancers are bet- 
ter: more square dancers insisting upon combi- 
nation programs; more callers taking on the 
difficult job of teaching beginners; a greater 
variety of dances with new and different steps. 

“Let’s weigh in the ... NOT SO GOOD! 

“During the last ten issues of The Caller we 
have published twenty-three new round dance 
routines. Count em. Even then, we have missed 
a great many good routines that have been fair 
hits. Most of the dances published have also 
had a good run in some areas and many have 
failed because it was practically impossible to 
get the recordings. In the first place, we assume 
that there are very few dancers who will learn 
and retain two or more routines per week. We 
also assume that few square dance clubs will 
do more than ten rounds in an evening, This 
figure would indicate that the longest time 
that an average dance could expect to run 
would be five weeks. This is not true, however. 

“If you ll check the list of rounds that are 
done nation-wide and over a long period of 
time you will find that most of them have been 
recorded by companies who deal exclusively 
in square dance recordings. The reason for 
their extensive area coverage is obvious. These 
records are available! Popular recordings are 
seldom sent back for a second or third pressing

“Let's take a second look at the POPS. Only 
a few are at all suitable for the average dancer. 
Too many require special bridges or part rou- 
tines which become extremely confusing to a 
beginner. Such constant concentration removes 
some of the pleasure that the dancer should 
experience and, in time, may discourage him. 

“WHY USE THE POPS? Here again, the

He is usually over- 
enthusiastic and feels that his only chance for 
success is to go hunting in the record shop. If 
he would just remember that our own pro- 
ducers are Fields for good material and will 
take his dance if it shows real merit, he would 
stand a much better chance for success in the 
long run. If the dance is not worth the risk of 
those experienced people he would be better 
off just to forget it.
